PRIVATE ARMAMENT 


The New York police had a grand dump- 


ing party the other day. They dumped into 
Long Island Sound 5,000 dangerous weapons, 
seven and a half tons of slot machines and 
700 pounds of slugs. The weapons were the 
most impressive part. There were more than 
2,700 pistols, 1,700 rifles and shotguns and 
hundreds of other dangerous weapons of 
various kinds. 


The same sort of thing is done regularly, 


on a smaller scale, by almost every police 
force. The total in any year would be very 
impressive. There certainly is too much pri- 
vate armament in this country. 


PROGRESS AND TROUBLE 


The fanner who grew five acres of corn a 


century ago, the Department of Agriculture 
finds, could plant, cultivate and harvest 100 
acres today. And the modern fanner spends 
no more time or labor in producing 5,000 
bushels of corn now than the fanner 100 
years ago did in producing 250 busheli. 


In the middle of the last century the corn 


farmer used a walking plow, a single-section 
harrow and a shovel plow for marking off 
rows. He planted by hand, covered the seed 
with a hoe, cultivated with the same one- 
horse shovel plow, and harvested by hand. 
Thus he produced an acre of corn with 33.6 
labor hours. Thirty years later the average 
farmer had a two-bottom gang plow, a disk 
harrow and .a single-row cultivator, but still 
harvested by hand. He could produce with 
less than half the labor of his predecessor. 


Now we have the "all-machine age." The 


farmer in 1930 had a tractor, a two-bottom 
gang plow, a seven-foot tandem disk, a four- 
section harrow and pulverizer, a two-row 
planter and a two-row picker or harvester. 
Thus he could do in 6.9 hours what the fann- 
er in 1855 did in 33.6' hours. Eight years 
later, with his four-row planters and culti- 
vators and general-purpose tractors, he can 
produce an acre of corn with five labor- 
hours. 


And is the average fanner today six and 


a half times as well off as his predecessor was 
in 1855? Is he prosperous, more solvent, 
happier, better satisfied on his farm? Ask 
him!

OUTSTANDING SYMPTOMS OF MIGRAINE 


Migraine is one of the ailments for which no 


special cause has been tound. The pain, in the great 
majority of cases, is on just one side of the head. 
Together with this pain there Is often nausea and 
vomiting. Another fact Is that it appear*- to occur at 
regular Intervals. 


Research physicians In Great Britain and the 


United States now itato that migraine may affect 
one or hoth sides of the head and that It la not a 
single disease but a group of symptoms due to va- 
rious causes. 
The clinic of Dr. Theodore J. C. von Storch, 


Boston City Hospital, make some clear statements 
regarding migraine in 'Medical Clinics of North 
America.' 
The clinic flncls, after examination of 


many cases, that there are usually four outstanding 
symptoms In a typical case of migraine. 


1. Headache, usually but not always on one 


side, occurring at more or less frequent Intervals. 


2. Bye disturbances such as cloudy patches In 


front of the eyes, pain, tears, and fear of light. 


3. Stomach and intestinal disturbances, usual- 


ly nausea, and vomiting. 


4. The family history usually reveals the pres- 


ence of migraine, epilepsy, or allergy (sensitiveness 
to foods or other substances) in the patient's im- 
mediate family. 


When all these symptoms are present it may 


safely to« called migraine. 


"Competent observers have considered the mi- 


graine aynflrome (group of symptoms) to be due 
to disturbances of the eye, large intestine, liver, 
stomach, intestine, to poor mental adjustment to 
life, and other conditions" 


The clinic, after observation of a large series of 


unselected cases, believes that some cases are duo 
to ey« conditions, others to disturbances ot liver 
or other organ, and others to allergy or sensitive- 
ness to food or other substances. 


While the cause of the attacks is being sought, 


and this may take months, it is gratiylng to know 
that practically 9 of every 10 attacks of migraine 
can be stopped by ergotamine tartrate either by 
injection into the muscles or taken by mouth.

It happened to "mandate" when 


it was the proud -boast of Demo- 
cratic politicians that the re-elec- 
tion of 'President Roosevelt con- 
stituted the people's mandate to 
continue with New Deal policies.

There are some who 
grumble because it seems some- 
how unfair, a weasel word, a prop- 
aganda word. 
But "purge" is as Intrinsically 


pat as its underscoring was in- 
evitable. To purge, says the dic- 
tionary, is to purify or cleanse by 
separating and carrying off what- 
ever is impure, foreign or super- 
fluous. And few will deny that such 
a definition comprehends exactly 
what is in the minds of Democratic 
party leaders from the President 
down. 
• * * 


Linked To Dictatorships 
TT WAS not, of course, purely the 
^ patness of "purge" which made 
it inevitable that the present phe- 
nomenon would be so tagged. Fart 
of the certainty lay in the clinging 
alliterativeness of the p h r a s e 
"party purge" and part of it lay 
in its great usefulness to headline 
and caption writers. "Purge" has 
only five letters. It fits so well into 
limited space. The urge for short- 
ness and explosive brevity which 
led head writers to make "probe" 
a crude journalese equivalent of 
"investigation" was certain to push 
"purge" into the headlines. 


Probably no one would be com- 


plaining were it not for the fact 
that, in the history of recent years, 
the word has taken on additional 
implications. For political pur- 
poses, its primary meaning became 
confused with a secondary medical 
meaning when Mussolini, in his 
original Italian fascist purge, had

caught worldwide attention and 
associated the word with dictator- 
ship. 


Then came the tie less famous 


"blood purge" in Nazi Germany 
which was followed by a similar 
liquidation in Russia. That was 
enough to identify a purge with 
dictatorships and, for this genera- 
tion at least, to brand it as their 
instrument, their w e a p o n and 
their method. 


The fundamental correctness of 
the word in the present instance 
seems a misfortune of the first 
magnitude to some Democrats be- 
cause of the peculiar circum- 
stances of -the present efforts at 
party purification. 


It just happens that persons 


marked for party discard are per- 
sons who opposed the court bill 
and the reorganization bill, two 
measures concerning which the 
cry of dictatorship was raised to 
such an extent that the President 
himself saw fit to disclaim cither 
desire or qualifications for dicta- 
torship. 


The Republican party chairman 


lost no time in tying the Old World 
and New World situations to- 
gether. John Hamilton accused the 
President of "adopting the Rus- 
sian technique of the purge" in an 
effort to "divert our attention from 
the failures of the New DeaL" 


When Wilson Spoke 
II7HAT the troubled Democrats 
*' here seem to be studying hard 
to do is to convince the public that 
what is happening is not Russian, 
not German, not Italian, but actu- 
ally nothing more than what Pres- 
ident Woodrow Wilson had in 
mind when he said at Indianapolis 
On January 8,1915:
